Russell having visited in the city 
only @ month ago, and had received 
mail a few days ago in which he stat- 
ed that he was enjoying the best of 
health.

OTTAWA, Nov. 12—(Canadian 
Press)—The calling of a further con- 
ference to deal with the problems 
which arise from time to time in the 
administration of provincial afairs is 
urged in a resolution passed today 
by the closing session of fhe confer- 
ence here between Hon. J. A. Robb, 
acting minister of finange, and re- 
presentatives of seven of the pro- 
vincial governments. 

A spokesman for the conference 
stated that it had been found that 
the problems arising out of the ad- 
ministration of public affairs in the 
various provinces, presented so many 
varied aspects that the solution of 
such problems would be materially 
assisted by the further interchange of 
opinion.

recommendation for the exercise

The following agenda for the pro- 
posed conference was set forth in the 
resolution :— 

(1)—Overlapping in departments 
where joint federal and provincial 
jurisdiction is being exercised.
